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IRS Strategic Plan Exposed 


COMPUTERIZED DOSSIERS THREATEN AMERICANS' PRIVACY

An IRS pUn to compile secret doe- 
tiers on ill American citizens, which 
would contain the most detailed and 
intimate information about their per¬ 
sonal. private lives, has been received 
by FREEDOM News Journal in 



response to our widely advertised 
request for information about IRS 
illegal and unconstitutional activities 
from current and former employees 
of the tax agency. 

The IRS's 204-page, tightly- 
guarded strategic plan, written in 
1994, contains startling revelations 
about the IRS's intentions to: 

• Prepare massive dossiers — 
called "taxpayer profiles" — with 
detailed, personal, a ax-tax informa¬ 
tion on all American citizens; 

• Include in these dossiers a wide 
range of information wt gathered 
from taxpayer return*/ including 
"behavioral data from attitude 
surveys"; 

• Establish a "task force" to work 
with other federal agencies — includ¬ 
ing the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC), the Federal 
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Reserve Board, the Federal Home 
Loan Bank, the National Credit 
Union Administration, and the 


Office of the Comptroller of the Cur¬ 
rency — in order to gain access to 
these agencies' investigative files 
and, presumably, to gather all- 
encompassing information about 
credit card usage, banking deposits 
and withdrawals, loan applications 
and payments, and other financial 
transactions; 

• "Formalize federal/state liaison 
in each (IRSi district" in order to 
gather additional detailed informa¬ 
tion about citizens and their private 
lives, including business licenses, 
professional fees, property transac¬ 
tions, and, apparently, memberships 
in groups, arrest records, traffic vio¬ 
lations, etc.; 

• Find ways to increase the IRS's 
"presence" in virtually all aspects of a 
citizen's life; and

Such an awareness on the part of 
the citizens of this country is crucial 
to the preservation of our free 
society. 

Only an educated citizenry can 
demand reform when and where It is 
needed, appealing to representatives 
of government to support legislation 
which will preserve and defend the 
rights and freedoms guaranteed to all 
Americans by the Constitution and 


the Bill of Rights. 

When government agencies such 
as the IRS, the FBI the CIA, and oth¬ 
ers have abused their powers and 
used their position* to violate the 
basic right* of citizens, FREEDOM 
has investigated and exposed these 
activities and the individuals 
involved. 

In the 1970s. for example, FREE¬ 
DOM revealed more than 200 pages 
of previously secret Internal Revenue 
Service manuals which instructed 
IRS employees on such things as how 
to manipulate the news media, evade 
oversight by Congress and the 
Government Accounting Office, cir¬ 
cumvent the Freedom of Information 
Act, avoid tax cases which might 
embarrass the IRS, and selectively 
prosecute and intimidate taxpayers. 

This exposure by FREEDOM of 
what came to be known a$ The IRS 
Pagers eventually led to U.S. Senate 
hearings sponsored by the late Sena¬ 
tor Joseph Montoya. 

On the heels of The IRS Pagers, the 
IRS was rocked by further disclo¬ 
sures by FREEDOM that IRS agents 
er^aged in illegal electronic surveil¬ 
lance of taxpayers, conducted haras- 
sive audits of taxpayers on a massive 
scale, and would even drill open tax¬ 
payers' safe-deposit boxes without 
permission in order to get at "infor¬ 
mation" sought by the IRS. 

FREEDOM'* recent advertise¬ 
ments in a number of newspapers in 
major cities across the country, ask¬ 
ing current and former IRS 
employee* to come forward with 
information on illegal action* on the 
part of the tax agency, have brought a 
torrent of responses — not only from 
IRS employees and agents, but also 
from American citizens who feel 
strongly that the IRS must be 
reformed. 

FREEDOM has, in its recent issues, 
reported on the current state of the 
agency aa revealed by those most inti¬ 
mately familiar with its inner work¬ 
ings — current and former IRS 
employees themselves. 

The firsthand report* of IRS 
employees and agent* tell a grisly tale 
of IRS management's disregard for 
the rights of citizens and even of their 
own employees, of orders by IRS 
managers to their employee* to break 
the law, and of the growing dissatis¬ 
faction and unrest within the agency 
that results from IRS management's 
attitude that the IRS b "above the 
law." 

FREEDOM'* investigation into the 
IRS ha* created such a groundswel! 
movement for reform of the agency 
that a group has been formed — the 
National Coalition of IRS Whistle- 


former employees of the IRS, as well 
as American citizens — whose pur¬ 
pose It to educate both Congress and 
the American people on abuses of the 
Internal Revenue Service so that the 
needed reform* can be accom pli shed.

FREEDOM also documented and 
exposed the criminal past of the 
International Criminal Police Organ¬ 
ization, Interpol, whose leadership by 
Nazi war criminals had been success¬ 
fully hidden by the organization until 
FREEDOM researchers unearthed 
irrefutable evidence — including SS 
numbers — that several Interpol 
presidents had been highly-placed 
Nazis during the war, and that, in 
fact as late as the 1970s, the men 
chosen to head Interpol were docu¬ 
mented Nazi*. 

FREEDOM exposed the danger* 
posed by such an organization. With 
access to government file* on mil¬ 
lions of Americans and with the abil¬ 
ity to compile and transmit such 
information to any one of ita more 
than 130 member countries — 
including fascist and communist 
countries — Interpol undermines 
freedom in America. 

FREEDOM has also r eported on 
CIA and U.S. Army experimentation 
on unwitting human subjects in a 
number of exposes in the past few 
years. These expose* have included 
the fact that the constitutional rights 
of the victims of these experiments 
were ignored, and the fact that illegal 
activities by individuals in these 
agencies were never prosecuted by 
the Department of Justice.

conducted u pert of the CIA's 
"MKULTRA* program. Km been 
extensive. 

One FREEDOM expos*. for exam¬ 
ple. detailed a four-month analysis of 
CIA records by FREEDOM 
researchers which revealed that the 
CIA sponsored biological warfare 
experiments in Florida in 1955. The 
Florida tests were linked to an out¬ 
break of whooping cough in that 


people, half of them children under 
one year of age. By the end of 1955. 
Florida recorded 1060 cases of 
whooping cough, a 300 per cent 
increase over the number of cases 
reported in 1954. according to state 
public health records. 

FREEDOM recently revealed that 
the Army secretly sprayed poten¬ 
tially harmful bacteria in Open air 
tests in Washington, D.C's National 
Airport and in bus terminals in 
Washington. D.C., Chicago and San 
Francisco in 1964 and 1965 as part of 
a biological warfare experiment, 
according to declassified Army docu¬ 
ments obtained by FREEDOM under 
the Freedom of Information Act. The 
germ used to spray hundreds of 
American citizens — BntMnt utbilu — 
has been found to cause symptoms of 
respiratory infections, blood poison¬ 
ing. and food poisoning. 

Psychiatric Mind Control 

Psychiatric drug experimentation 
on unwilling and sometimes unwit¬ 
ting American citizens by U.S. 
government agencies as part of 
bizarre and terrifying "mind control" 
experiments has been another sub¬ 
ject of FREEDOM'S exposes over the 


years. 

FREEDOM featured an in-depth 
on the tragedy of Dr. Frank 
who was siioped LSD as part 
of an experiment by CIA psychia¬ 
trists. While under CIA "guard," the 
hallucinating Olson lumped through 
a closed window to his death on the 
New York City pavement 10 floors 
below. 

Another horror story detailed by 


FREEDOM was the brutal torture of 
James Thomwefl, a U.S. serviceman 
who was turned into a social and 
emotional cripple through the forced 
administration of LSD and violent 
physical abuse by U.S. Army psychi¬ 


atric experimenters. 

A 1960 CIA memo exposed by 
FREEDOM indicated that the intelli¬ 
gence agency was seeking methods 
that would "induce deep trance in an 
unwitting and unwilling subject" 
within seconds and would "produce 
indefinitely durable amnesia con¬ 
cerning the trance" as well as "indefi¬ 
nitely durable control of (the 


person's! future behavior." 

In documenting and exposing such 
mind control experiments by the Uni¬ 
ted States government. FREEDOM 
merely confirmed what Scientology 
founder L Ron Hubbard had earlier 
revealed when his book. Seiner tf 5«r- 
hmI, was published fai 1951. In the 
boob, Hubbard documented the 
results of research he had done into 
the QA's mind control programs and 
their horrifying method of subjugat¬ 
ing the human mind — "pain-drug- 
hypnosis," or PDH: 

"There ia another form of hypnot¬ 
ism," he wrote, "which... has been s 
carefully guarded secret of certain 
military and intelligence organiza¬ 
tions. h is a vicious war weapon and 
may be of considerably more use in 
conquering a society than the atom 
bomb. This is no exaggeration. The 
extensiveness of the use of this form 
of hypnotism in espionage work is so 
wide today that it is long past the time 
when people should have become 
alarmed about it." 

With these words, Hubbard alerted 
the world to the existence of mind 
control and to the source of these 
terrifying top secret government 
programs, which FREEDOM later 
detailed. 

"Before Diane tics," he continued, 
"the widespread use of this practice 
was unsuspected, simply because 
there was no means by which one 
could even detect the existence of 
pain-drug-hypnosis. An individual 
might be given pain-drug-hypnosis 
on Tuesday night and wake up Wed¬ 
nesday morning without knowledge 
of the fact that he had been slugged 
when he stepped but of his car, given 
an injection, painfully beaten but not 
so as to leave any marks, and put 
quietly into his own bed. 

"This individual does not know 
that anything has happened to him. 


nor will he suspect it even when he is 
confronted with the fact that his con¬ 
duct is extremely changed along cer¬ 
tain lines. This individual, if the 
criminal operator desired it, would 
actually obey the commands to the 
point of striking up a friendship with 
some person the operator indicated, 
thereafter conducting his business 
along lines suggested by the 'friend.'"* 


Although no records have ever 
been made available by the CIA to 
Inbkate the agency's reaction to Hub¬ 
bard's revelations, documents 
obtained under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act in 1975 showed that the 
CIA completely reorganized its mind 
control programs shortly after the 
publication of Srimrr tf Snninnl. 

Aa Hubbard described it years 
later, "AO hell broke loose." 

Government retaliation, however, 
did not stop Hubbard's research Into 
the mind. The freedom of man, 
threatened with extinction by such 
flagrant disregard for individual 
rights and dignity, was at stake, and 
no amount of threats or bullying 
would dissuade Hubbard from his 
work. With dogged perseverance, he 
pursued his goal to bring freedom to 
mankind. 

FREEDOM'S determination to 
expose the criminal and destructive 
individuals in government who 
threaten the basic rights and free¬ 
doms of American citizens is just as 
dogged. 

FREEDOM exposes the truth. 

We pull no punches and we add no 
frills. 

FREEDOM has led the way for 
other news media to take courage in 
the face of the horrendous power of 
government agencies by continuing 
to report on abuses when they are 
uncovered, regardless of the conse¬ 
quences and regardless of any threats 
from the agencies whose crimes are 
exposed in the pages of FREEDOM.

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A History of Investigative Reporting 


FlrctofaSeries

Investigative reporting — digging 
as deep as you have to In order to get a 
news story fully unearthed — by its 
nature requires lots of hard work, 
plus at least a little bit of good luck. It 
has a failure rate of about 80 per cent. 

That's what makes it expensive. 
Eight out of 10 projects produce 
nothing. 

But that's also what makes it so 
valuable. 

Serious, hard-hitting investigative * * 
reporting showed its value in 1970. 
when Seymour Hersh uncovered the 
mass murder of South Vietnamese 
civilians by American soldiers in the 
now-infamous Myiai massacre. 

Hersh's story depended upon his 
finding Lieutenant William L CaOey 
Jr., while the Army was trying to hide 
him. Finally, with hide, several 
months of searching paid off when 
Hersh located the young officer and 
obtained the details of that massacre. 

Hersh's tragic expos* was followed 
by Bob Woodward's and Cad Bern¬ 
stein's Watergate revelations. 

Woodward and Bernstein made 
diligence pay off with the help of a 
source they called Deep Throat, 
bringing down the presidency of 
Richard Nixon with a long-running 
series of articles in Tie Woskhtghn Pott. 

Both Woodward and Bernstein 
admit that without luck, months of 
effort would have been wasted. 

These successful efforts glamor- 
ixed investigative Journalism, by 
whatever name, even though almost 
identical practices go back at least to 
September 25,1690, when this coun¬ 
try's first newspaper was published. 

It was called Puilic Occurrences Both 
Foreign sad Domain, and it was pub¬ 
lished by Benjamin Harris, a Boston 
coffeehouse proprietor who wanted 
to share his customers' gossip with 
the other 10,000 residents of that 
city. 

One of Ben's stories described the 
brutal slaying of 40 prisoners by. our 
allies, the Mohawk Indians, in the 
war going on at the time with French 
Canada — a massacre that antedated 
Myiai by 260 years. 

Ben's other lead story explained in 
some detail how the King of France 
was having sexual intercourse with 
his son's wife, a yarn which probably 
hasn't been topped in Boston since. 
This was sufficient, however, to get 
the publication banned after a single 
issue. 

It seems that luck has a lot to do 
with the really tremendous stories, 
for they are often tossed right in your 
lap and ail you have to do is wrap 


them up with sufficient facts to make 
other human* believe them. 

One such story that came to my 
attention was so bizarre that it pro*, 
duced the framework for a Broadway 
hit that was later made Into a movie 
•tarring Cary Grant, among others, 
under the title of 'Arsenic and Old 
Lace.' The original story was more 
a wesome than cither the play or the 
movie, and almost as funny. 

This masterpiece was first sent 
over the Associated Press wire while I 
was working the federal beat for Tie 
Tanps (Fiend*) Timm in 19J6.1 was Just 
entering the n ew sr oom when I heard 
B.Z. Engle, the wire editor, let out a 
yelp that could have been heard 
around the block. 

The AP teletype machines were 
kept in a small room next to Engle's 
desk and when a major news buictin 
was coming up, a bell attached to the 
machine would ring to alert the wire 
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eefitors so they could quickly examine 
the copy and see If they wanted to 
remake the late afternoon editions. 

Engle's yell brought Managing Edi¬ 
tor Ed Ray from his desk to the wire 
editor's side and while they were 
reading the bulletin, the AP bell rang 
loudly again. They pulled the next 
paragraph from the printer and both 
yelled. After some discussion. Ed Ray 
said he didn't believe It and he 
instructed his wire editor to kill the 
story. 

The first bulletin told of a Philadel¬ 
phia housewife who had poisoned her 
husband to collect his insurance and 
had gotten two or three of her neigh¬ 
boring wives to do the same. Arsenic 
was used in all instances. The second 
bulletin said the total number of vic¬ 
tims might even go as high as a 
hundred. 

This was the most unusual story I 
had ever seen come over the wire, but 
it didn't end there. Within a few 


months, I left the Tamps paper and 
went to work on Tie MUdetykio Hoard 
and there became acquainted with 
Frank ToughlU, the man who had 
broken the arsenic murder cases 
story and won all kinds of awards for 
himself and the fees rd. He explained 
exactly how he had accomplished it 
and I am sure it proves something 
about the kick, plus diligence, that 
goes into investigative r eport ing 

ToughiU was an old-timer who 
roamed the dty, especially the pre¬ 
cinct police stations, and phoned in 
the news to rewrite men in the news¬ 
room. He didn't write the news — he 
just uncovered it. He phoned in one 
Wt of minor corruption he had come 
across at a certain precinct station 
and, as a result, thirds got uncomfor¬ 
table for the polke at the station. 

In retaliation, one of the officers of 
that p rednet arrested him on a 
charge of public Intoxication and had 
him thrown in Jail overnight The

next day he was fined $5 and 
released, but had to wait to retrieve 
his valuables. 

While waiting he was nudged in 
the ribs by a woman sitting next to 
him. 

"Whatcha doin' later?* she asked. 
Frank replied he didn't know. 

"Wanna go out on the town with 
me?" 

"t haven't got any money," Frank 
replied. 

"Don't worry about that," she said. 

*t have plenty. When I get outta here 
I'm going home and get me a thou¬ 
sand dollars or two and well go 
places." 

No reporter of that day could turn 
down such an offer. 

After they toured ad the places of 
note in Philadelphia, they went to 
New York and polished up the Big 
Apple for a couple of days and nights. 
Meanwhile, Frank and his new friend 
had become quite well acquainted —■ 
so much so she confided in him as to 


how she had gotten the suitcases full 
of money she had In her closet. 

She had been approached by an 
insurance salesman who not only 
•old her a $25,000 pokey on her hus¬ 
band's life, but provided her with suf¬ 
ficient arsenic to collect the money. 

The woman and the insurance 
talesman split the take. The woman 
then enlisted two or three of the 
wives in her neighborhood to pick up 
some easy money in the same way, 
and they did, with Frank's new friend 
getting 25 per cent of this additional 
money. 

At the first opportunity, after he 
got details of the story, Frank acted as 
though he was going to the men's 
room. Instead, he went to a tele¬ 
phone, called the Heard newsroom 
and r eported the story about the 
woman and the murder of her hus¬ 
band in collusion with an insurance 
agent. A short while later, he slipped 
away again and called in to report 
that a few of the woman's neighbors' 
husbands had been done in at a profit. 

This information caused a sensa¬ 
tion across the nation, but Frank and 
his girlfriend were still running 
around spendtag the money. Frank 
telephoned at every chance to update 
the newsroom and he finatty told his 
rewrite man that the activities of his 
friend and the insurance agent were 
putting an end to husbands all over 
the dty, not Just in the neighborhood. 

Frank held on doggedly to dig into 
the last grave. 

After he had done so, he returned 
to the office, wound up the story, and 
then provided the testimony to con¬ 
vict a lot of peoole who had held their 
own private holocaust at the expense 
of their spouses. 

"There sure were a lot of wives 
who liked 25 grand a lot more than 
they liked their husbands," Frank told 
me later. 

"lH bet," 1 said to Frank, "that your 
rich girlfriend ended up wishing she 
had done away with you." 

"Oh no,' said Frank, "she under¬ 
stood that 1 was just doing my job. 
She told me that life was just like 
that: you win some and you lose 
some." 

And so it is with investigative 
reporting. ▲

Orwellian Policy Statement 
In a written analysis of the stra¬ 
tegic plan, former senior IRS agent 
Paul ). DesFosscs, president of the 
National Coalition of IRS Whistle¬ 
blowers, commented that "The 
stated IRS objective of establishing a 
computer file for each taxpayer based 
upon non-return, personal informa¬ 
tion (information not from tax 
returns) represents a uniquely 
Orwellian policy statement appro¬ 
priate to the 1984 date 
According to Mr. DesFosses. a 20- 
year IRS veteran, "Taken together, 
these documents dearly indicate the 
massive scope of the IRS effort to 
establish and maintain a 'presence' in 
every aspect of the taxpayer's per¬ 
sonal affairs. AH this non-return, 
personal, taxpayer information, 
secu red and fed into the IRS comput¬ 
ers, will be retrievable in the 'tax¬ 
payer profile' being established for 
every taxpayer ." 

Mr. DesFosses pointed out the 
enormous investment — in terms of 
time, money, personnel, and comput¬ 
er resources — involved in the 
compilation of these voluminous 
dossiers. "Is it any wonder that the 
current IRS computer facilities are 
inadequate and that tax return pro¬ 
cessing is falling behind schedule, in 
view of the massive non-return 
information processing being 
implemented?" 

55 "Initiatives" 

In the foreword to the strategic 
plan, IRS Commissioner Rose or 
Egger boasts that "This Plan provides 
a strong foundation for directing tax 
administration efforts well into the 
1990s and Lays the groundwork for 
the Service's entry into the 21st 
century." 

The plan Lays out broad IRS strate¬ 
gies. called "initiatives," to be imple¬ 
mented in 55 key areas. 

Each of the 55 initiatives is 
assigned to a senior IRS official. 

In Philadelphia, for example — 
where the IRS has recently been 
wracked by reports that th<Mjsends 
upon thousands of tax returns have 
been shredded by IRS employees, 
that taxpayer returns have been 
stuffed in toilets and hidden in ceil¬ 
ings. and that taxpayer checks have 
been shredded and thrown away — 
District Director Charles E. Roddy 
has been placed in charge of the initi¬ 
ative regarding "technological advanc¬ 
es in computer technology." 

In Detroit — where IRS agents 
recently ran into congressional criti¬ 


cism and public outrage after con¬ 
ducting a Gestapo-like raid on a day 
care center and holding 50 children 
and infants hostage — District Direc¬ 
tor Charles A. Parks was assigned the 
initiative regarding efforts to 
"enhance employee pride, involve¬ 
ment and productivity by better rec¬ 
ognizing the Service's Investment in 
its workforce and employees' role in 
IRS accomplishments." 

Thomas P. Coleman 

Thomas P. Coleman, regional com¬ 
missioner of the IRS's Western 
Region, was assigned targets which 
included, 'Prepare managers to deal 
with diversity in the workforce." 
Coleman, while district director in 
Brooklyn, New York, encountered an 
example of this "diversity." 

As described in the January 1985 
issue of FREEDOM, Coleman had an 
employee who persisted in efforts to 
correct the illegal duplicate assess¬ 
ment of a taxpayer. 

After endeavoring to get the crimi¬ 
nal overassessment corrected at sev¬ 
eral lower echelons in the Brooklyn 
office, the employee, Beverly Leavitt. 
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brought the overassessment to Cole¬ 
man's attention. Coleman — appar¬ 
ently in violation of the law — refused 
to correct the overasaessment Mrs. 
Leavitt was subsequently harassed 
and hounded on the job to the point 
that she felt she had to quit the 
revenue service. 

Coleman allegedly was involved in 
the harassment and pressured dis¬ 
missal of another IRS whistleblower 
who resigned from the revenue serv¬ 
ice in November 1984. That IRS 
employee, a senior IRS agent, filed 
suit against Coleman and other IRS 
managers and executives, charging 
that they were guilty of "harassment, 
retaliation, reprisal land] unlawful 
discrimination on the basis of reli¬ 
gious belief." The whistleblower's 
suit for $1.7 million in damages was 
settled by the IRS on the very day 
that public hearings were to begin. 

Coleman is currently a defendant 
in a $1.5 billion class action lawsuit 
which names various IRS managers 
and executives for their alleged role 
in the illegal and unconstitutional 
harassment and abusive treatment of 


hundreds of supporters of Brigham 
Young University. 

Thomas A. Cardoza 

Thomas A. Cardoza, regional com¬ 
missioner of the IRS's Southeast 
Region, has been assigned the initia¬ 
tive to "Develop and implement a 
plan to improve overall conditions 
under which managers and execu¬ 
tives operate." 

Cardoza, while regional commis¬ 
sioner of the IRS's Western Region, 
was named in the $1.7 million lawsuit 
by the IRS whistleblower who subse¬ 
quently won the settlement as de¬ 
scribed above. 

Cardoza, like Thomas P. Coleman, 
is now also a defendant in the $1.5 
billion class action lawsuit naming 
various IRS managers and executives 
for their alleged role in the illegal 
harassment and abusive treatment of 
hundreds of supporters of Brigham 
Young University. 

"Increasingly Serious Problem" 

"Retention of our best employee* is 
becoming an increasingly serious 
problem in our organization," the 
plan state* on page 85. 

The reasons given for this, how¬ 
ever, including "economicconditions, 
the geographical locations of offices. 


a* well as changes in skills required to 
cope with an increasingly complex 
workload and the introduction of 
new technology," are a whitewash, 
according to current and former IRS 
employees interviewed by 
FREEDOM. 

One IRS research analyst, for 
example, told FREEDOM that the 
cause of rapid turnover and high 
attrition rates among skilled IRS 
employees is actually low morale 
brought about by bad IRS manage¬ 
ment, lack of organization, and gen¬ 
eral incompetence within the tax 
agency. 

Furthermore, the intense personal 
pressure brought to bear on IRS 
employees by IRS management often 
makes it impossible for good 
employees to continue working for 
the tax agency without compromis¬ 
ing their integrity. 

Illegal Orders 

Former senior IRS agent Paul J. 
DesFosses described this problem in 
an interview in the April issue of 
FREEDOM. "IRS employees are 
indoctrinated to follow orders 
blindly." he said, "regardless of the 
illegality or immorality of those 


orders." If an employee refuses, Mr. 
DesFosses said, or "if an employee 
has ethical or moral considerations 
which prevent him from carrying out 
the illegal orders, he is forced out of 
the IRS." 

He continued, "So the employees 
who remain are the employees who 
wifi do whatever their bosses order, 
regardless of the illegality or immor¬ 
ality of the actions ordered." 

Former IRS collections officer 
Larry Hansen confirmed to FREE¬ 
DOM that IRS manager* pressure 
their employees to do things which 
are illegal. In one incident, for exam¬ 
ple. he was directly ordered by an IRS 
manager to place a levy on a man's 
wages, even though the man had 
fully discharged his obligation to the 
IRS and placing the levy was an illegal 
act. 

Mr. Hansen told FREEDOM that 
"There is still a quota system, even 
though the IRS isn't supposed to have 
one." 

According to Mr. Hansen and 
other former IRS employees inter¬ 
viewed by FREEDOM, quotas are 
placed on IRS employees to do a cer¬ 
tain number of seizures on taxpayer 
property, and to do a certain number 
of levies on taxpayer accounts. 


"Imposing a seizure quota is a lazy 
man's way to avoid reviewing indi¬ 
vidual cases to determine it a seizure 
is required." Mr. Hansen said. 

"Even though they aren't supposed 
to have these things," he said, "some¬ 
how or another quotas find their way 
into the system through one form or 
another. There has always been pres¬ 
sure to do seizures. In some cases, it 
actually came down to being directly 
ordered to do seizures." 

According to Mr. Hansen. "It was 
pude very clear that if you didn't do 
seizures, you wouldn't be promoted. 
A lot of people in the service were 
having problems with this." 

Three-Year Profiles to be Used 
In Selection of Returns 

As part of the strategic plan. Mer¬ 
lin W. Heye. the district director in 
Jacksonville. Florida, was assigned 
the initiative to "Improve the effec¬ 
tiveness of IRS examinations by 
exploring development of a system 
that would associate existing multi¬ 
year tax information for use in cur¬ 
rent year examinations and 
enforcement actions."

MR. AMORY: Wefl, It began whe n I 
wu sent to do a atorjron the good 
relationship between Nogales, Arizo¬ 
na, and Nogales. Mexico, sister dt- 
ie* across the border. A fellow there 
was promoting that I go see a bull¬ 
fight. He did a tremendous job of 
selling me. He told me it wu part of 
the social history, and what a beauti¬ 
ful and brave art it was. 

The spectacle turned out to be the 
most God-awful stupid, cruel thing 
rd seen. Toward the end, the bull was 
walking around the ring just looking 
for a place to die. The horses were 
terribly gored by the horns of the 
bulk And there was the matador, 
strutting around the ring with the 
two ear* of the bull in his hands. 

WeB, it was kind of a wet day and 
there were these cushions in the 
seats that were kind of damp. When 
the matador came by me I swung this 
cushion at him and hit him in the back 
of the neck and he went down like a 
stone. It wu the best feeling I had all 
day. I re m em be r there wu kind of a 
hush in the place and I looked at the 
people there and said, "There may be 
a thousand of you and only one of me. 
But there is none of you that's going 
to do a thing 'cause you'd have to be a 
coward to like a sport like this." 
FREEDOM: Since that time, you 
have been savior to a great number of 
animals. Would you teQ us about per¬ 
haps the most famous of aR Nim 
Chimptky? 

MU AMORY: Nim is probably the 
most extraordinary animal in the 
world. He was taken out of where he 
was bom very quickly and from the 
time he was a few days old he lived 
with humans. 

He grew up in the home of the peo¬ 
ple who studied him, not knowing if 
he was human or chimpanzee. Nim 
became famous by learning to talk in 
sign language. He mastered 125 signs 
and was featured on the cover of New 
Ymt magazine in 1975. 

Nim, who had given so much to the 
language project, was rewarded for 
his contribution by being returned to 


the Institute for Primate Studies — 
he wm to be a part of a hepatitis 
experiment. We kicked up an awful 
fuss about his being in a research 
facility and I went to see Dr. W.B. 
Lemmon, who had raised Nim. 

We persuaded the institute to let 
The Fund for Animals give Nim a 
home. Nim now live* at The Fund for 
Animal's Black Beauty Ranch in 
Brownsboro. Texas, which is a refuge 
for mistreated animals. 

You talk differently to Nim than to 
other animals; you don't speak down 
to him. You can actually carry on a 
regular conversation with him. As I 
told you, Nim doesn't know whether 
he is human or chimpanzee. 

For example, when Nim tells me he 
wants to brush his teeth, he looks at 
me like I've got a hole in my head if I 
forget to give him his mirror. When 1 
give him an orange to eat, hell peel it 
and hand me back the peels. Nim is 
extraordinary. I can't say enough for 
him. 

FREEDOM: Mr. Amory, Dr. Bernard 
Rolbn say* the most cruel and useless 
experiments are done by psycholo¬ 
gists. Do you agree with this? 

MR. AMORY: I certainly do. The 
first psychology experiment I saw 


ever seen. 

These guvs would give this kitten 
an electric shock every time It tried to 
come near its mother. The mother cat 
finally got so desperate that she actu¬ 
ally clawed at the kitten when K got 
near her. 

I asked these guys what they were 
trying to prove by shocking the kit¬ 
ten. The psychologists said they were 
studying juvenile delinquency, to 
which 1 told them if they wanted to 
study juvenile delinquency they 
ought to go down into the street* and 
leave the poor cat* alone. This was 
more than 20 years ago, and this stuff 
still goes on. 

FREEDOM: You mean this same 
experiment is still being done today? 
MR. AMORY: Yes, it's done over and 
over. As long as they can get grant 
money they will do it. 

FREEDOM: Can you give us an 
example of another psychological 
experiment? 

MR. AMORY: There is one that is 
going on right now down at a facility 
in Texas. Some psychologist is bash¬ 
ing kittens with pneumatic hammers 
and finding all kinds of way* of 
smashing them with different kinds 


of Instrument*. 

The whole idea is not for any pur¬ 
pose at kU but to cet a grant. And the 
grant Is to test tor a better boxing 
glove: to prove, with repeated blows, 
that smaller blows are just as damag¬ 
ing as heavy blow*. 

The researcher who is doing this is 
a member of the Texas boxing com¬ 
mittee. You can't get this kind of 
thing stopped because the same man- 
tie of protection that covers that kind 
of "e xp er im ent" also covers a doctor 
wh» may be doisig a far more reason¬ 
able one. 

So the doctors afl stay by the ship 
and defend afl experiments, including 
those stupid psychological ones. 
They feel if we girt any foot in the 
door, we will aay these experiments 
don't need to be done. Instead of 
being reasonable about It, we have 
seen that they arc not reasonable. 

I think it'# going to be a long and 
difficult fight, and 1 think the time 
wil come when we establish some 
ground rules and foul lines. 

I don't think afl experimentation is 
going to be stopped on animals. But I 
think that we have made quite a lot of 
prog r ess in the sense of planting 
some seeds of doubt in people's minds 
that all is not well in the white coat 
department 

FREEDOM: Mr. Amory, psychiatrist 
Louis ). West killed an elephant by 
giving it a massive dose of LSD in a 
research experiment. Do psychia¬ 
trists often give animals psychiatric 
drugs? 

MR. AMORY: Well yes, certainly 
almost anything that could happen to 
a person, such as an overdose of 
drugs, will be studied by using animal 
live*. 

Let's take, for example, smoking. 
They make a total smoking tool out of 
a dog. In other words, with every 
breath the dog take* he must inhale 
cigarette smoke. The government 
has to prove smoking is bad for you. 
and tobacco companies have to prove 
that smoking is great for you. Then 
there are those that are in between, 
the so-called independent people, 
that both government and tobacco 
companies hire to prove their point. 
As a result, the dogs are smoked 
three ways. 

FREEDOM: What percentage of 
these experiments are actually 
useless? 

MR. AMORY: At least one-half to 
two-thirds of these experiments 
don't need to be done at all. 

I can give you an example as to the 
extent to which the absurdity can go. 

I was on a televised program debating 
the use of animals in laboratories. In 
the last few minute* of the program, I 
looked down at my notes and said. 
"Here's an experiment where they 
took the eyes out of * dog and put 
them in a cat and took the eye* out of

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A Critical Look at Psychiatry

A quarter of a century Hat pa*ted 
since I began to try to darify the core 
problem* of psychiatry — namely, 
the nature of so-called mental illness 
and the justification for so-called 
involuntary mental hospitalization. 
My diagnosis of what ails psychiatry 
must have been right: during the past 
two decades the two most hotly 
debated issues in this field have been 
the so-called "medical modeT of men¬ 
tal illness and the uses and abuses of 
mental hospitals. 

I! 

Before scrutinizing the concept of 
mental illness let us examine the con¬ 
cept of illness itself. When we say 
that a person is ill, we usually mean 
two different things: first, that he or 
his physician believes that the com¬ 
plainant suffers from an abnormality 
of his body; and second, that he 
wants, or is at least willing to accept, 
medical help for his suffering. The 
term "illness" thus refers, on the one 
hand, to an abnormal biological con¬ 
dition and. on the other hand, to the 
social role of being a patient. 

If a person does not suffer from an 
abnormal biological condition, we do 
not (usually) consider him to be ill. 
(We certainly do not consider him to 
be physically ill.) And if he doe* not 
voluntarily assume the role of one 
who is siclc, he is not (usually) consid¬ 
ered to be a medical patient. This is 
because the practice of modern West¬ 
ern medicine rests on two tacit pre¬ 
mises — namely, that the physician's 
task is to diagnose and treat disorders 
of the human body, and that he can 
carry out these services only with the 
consent of his patient. In other 
words, physicians are trained to treat 
bodily ills — not economic, moral, 
racial, religious, or political "ills." And 
they themselves (except psychia¬ 
trists) expect, and in turn are 
expected by their patients, to treat 
bodily diseases and not the other mis¬ 
eries that beset man. Strictly speak¬ 
ing, disease or illness can affect only 
the body. The term "mental illness" is 
a metaphor. Trying to cure people 
with "sick minds" in hospitals with 
drugs is therefore like trying to 
cleanse people with "dirty minds" in 
laundries with detergents. Is it any 
wonder that everything under the 
sun — from conversation to convul¬ 
sion. from love to lithium — has been 
acclaimed and accredited as a cure for 
mental illness? And that, at the same 
time, mental illness has remained the 
most incurable affliction? 


in 

How did the metaphor of "mental 
illness" achieve its present status as 
scientific myth? The idea of mental 
illness arose, in part, from the fact 
that It is possible for a person to act 
and to appear as if he were sick with¬ 
out actually having a bodily disease. 
How should we react to such a per¬ 
son? Should we treat him as if he 
were ill or not ill? 

Until the second half of the 19th 
century, persons who imitated illness 
were regarded as faking it and were 
called malingerers; similarly, those 
who imitated medical practitioners 
were regarded as impostors and were 
called quacks. As a result of the influ¬ 
ence of Charcot * 1 , Janet 2 * , and espe¬ 
cially Freud*, this perspective was 
radically transformed. After the turn 
of the century, persons who imitated 
illness — for example, who had 
"spells" — were regarded as 
genuinely ill, and were called hyster¬ 
ics, and those who imitated physi¬ 
cians — for example, who 
"hypnotized" — were regarded as 
genuine healers, and were called psy¬ 
chotherapists. This profound concep- 
tual transformation was both 
supported and reflected by an equally 
profound semantic transformation 
— one in which "spells" became "seiz¬ 
ures," and "quacks" became 
"psychoanalysts." 


Two quotations from Freud's early 
writings support these contentions: 
In 1A9J, Freud writes that "hysteria 
has fairly often been credited with a 
faculty for simulating the most var¬ 
ious organic nervous disorder." And 
in 1909, although without using such 
direct language, Freud acknowledges 
that the hysteric fakes illness: ". . . 
(hysterical) attacks are nothing else 
but phantasies translated into the 
motor sphere, projected on to motil-

sty and portrayed in pantomime." In 
plain English: hysteria is the dramatic 
imitation of. illness. Nevertheless. 
Freud would have us believe that hys¬ 
teria is itself an illness. 

The upshot of this psychiatric- 
psychoanalytic "revolution" is that, 
today, it is considered uncivilized and 
unscientific to treat a person who 
acts or appears sick as if he were not 
sick. We now "know" that such a per¬ 
son is sick: that he is mentally sick. 
But this view rests on the serious, 
albeit simple, error of confusing what 
is real with what is imitation; literal 


meaning with metaphorical meaning; 
medicine with morals. 

IV 

The phenomenon of involuntary 
mental hospitalization is at once inde¬ 
pendent from and interlinked with 
the notion of mental illness. Alex¬ 
ander Solzhenitsyn's 4 protest against 
the "mental hospitalization" of 
Zhores Medvedev* (in 1970) is to the

point in this connection. "The incar¬ 
ceration of frcethinking healthy peo¬ 
ple In madhouses," wrote Sol¬ 
zhenitsyn, "is spiritual murder . . . 
a variant of the gas chamber, and 
even more cruel." But if this is so for 
"healthy people" what makes it justi¬ 
fiable when it is imposed on "sick peo¬ 
ple"? What is there about "mental 
illness" that makes a "mental patient" 
a fit subject for "spiritual murder"? 
How are these procedures justified in 
law and how are they understood in 
fact? 

The legitimacy of coercive psychia¬ 
try does not rest on the medical 
model of illness, but on the pediatric 
one. The mental patient is considered 
to be like a child, so that the psychia¬ 
trist (especially the institutional psy¬ 
chiatrist) must act is lacs pumlit, 
protecting him and providing him 
with treatment. Consequently there 
must be appropriate authorities — 
doctors or judges or juries — with the 
power to classify some adult citizens 
as irresponsible children (that is. as 
"mentally ill" persons). 

Psychiatric coercion is usually 
invoked in response to the behavior 
of "irresponsible" individuals whose 
conduct is self-injurious or injurious 
to others but falls outside clear-cut 
categories of crime. For them the forc¬ 
es of psychiatry take over the actor 
is no longer a moral agent but a 
patient; his behavior is no longer con¬ 
duct for which he is responsible but a 
symptom of his mental illness for 
which he Is not responsible; the 
police, the family, and the psychiatric 
profession that control him are not 
nis adversaries but his helpers; and 
the institution in which he is confined 
is not a prison but a hospital. 

V 

The man of common sense is now 
likely to ask: But what else is there to 
do — should we let the suicidal per¬ 
son kill himself, or the homicidal per¬ 
son kill others? These dilemmas raise 
fundamental questions of ethics, law, 
and politics. In a society dedicated to 
individual freedom and responsibil¬ 
ity, self-injurious behavior cannot 
justify loss of liberty. The state, the 
family, and the medical profession 
must restrict themselves to offering 
help; they must eschew forcing help 
on unwilling persons and, indeed, 
ought to be prevented by law from 
doing so. Granted, some of the 
increase in liberty so gained might be 
purchased at the cost of the impaired 
health or even death of some persons 
who make themselves ill or who want 
to kill themselves, but freedom must 
entail the right to make the "wrong" 

choices. „

When later contacted at his home, 
Flynn hurled abusive language at the 
editor who called and then abruptly 
hung up. 

The Planned Takeover 
It was crucial for the success of the 
planned takeover that the "Loyalists' 
gain access to confidential Church 
files so that they could plant fabri¬ 
cated, incriminating evidence against 
the Church leaders.

'discovered' by government agents 
and used to bring indictments, which 
would allow the 'Loyalists' to move 
in and take over the Church. 

Armstrong stressed the impor¬ 
tance of staying in dose contact with 
CID, to make sure the *Loyalists'did 
what CID needed them to do.

Flynn's Flans for the Church 

Flynn's Involvement in the 
takeover plot as rev e aled in the video¬ 
tapes is not surprising, considering 
his history with the Church of 
Sdentology.. 

It started officially In 1979, when 
Flynn created a corporation called 
Flynn Associates Management Cor¬ 
poration (FAMCO). 

The purpose of FAMCO, as docu¬ 
mented evidence has revealed, was to 
destroy the Church of Scientology 
through a series of class action and 
damages lawsuits designed to break 
the Church financially, with the prof¬ 
its accmii^ to FAMCO. 


A1961 FAMCO document entitled 
"Scientology — Review and Plan¬ 
ning," detailed a simple four-point 
plan by which Flynn expected to 
achieve his purpose. The plan 
included: 

1. Closing Scientology organisa¬ 
tions; 

2. Adverse media (against the 
Church 1; 

J. Adverse public reaction |against 
the Church]; and 

4. Federal and state attacks 
(against the Churchl. 

Although Flynn has denied ever 
having implemented hb plan, evi¬ 
dence provided by Armstrong In the 
videotapes indicates that Flynn's 
FAMCO plan was indeed activated. 

Armstrong reassured "Joey" at one 
point that he had spoken to Flynn, 
and that Flynn felt it wou)d be a very 
simple matter to do away with the 


established Church hierarachy and 
take over the Church. 

GA: Wei, this is how Mike 
(Flynn) sees the legal battle is 
going. What he sees b there's no 
other way — kke, it's going to 
happen sooner or later, you 
know, because there's bke a last 
skirmish going on and that's 
about it... Ah, hb feeing is that 
a couple — a handful of ithe right 
people with affidavits cun end it 
— fust end the whole damn 
thing. 

Flynn had high hopes for winning 
hb suits against the Church, and 
Armstrong reflected his sentiments. 


GA:... They (the Church] only 
have to lose one, and attorneys 
all over the country are going to 
lump on the f king bandwagon. 
And watch — you know, all of a 
sudden you've got precedents 
being established which are 
incredible. . .. 

During conversations with "Mike" 
and "Joey," Armstrong's words mir¬ 
rored Flynn's plan. He also provided 
an Insight into how Flynn and the 
gover n ment intended to end the legal 
battles in short order, once the 
Church had been taken over. 

Their plan was to convince the 
"Loyalbts" to remain in the Church 
so that, once their suit was filed, they 
could move into top leadership posi¬ 
tions. As government pawns, they 
would aisbt in the Flynn/govern- 
ment takeover of the Church. 


ft Yeah, the co mmitt ee was 
interested in — you mentioned 
to me a long time ago — you saw, 
Ike the — that you were sort of 
Ilk* the "Meisner" (a government 
informant involved with the 
1977 FBI raid on the Church who 
provided information against the 
Church of Sdentology) of the 
Toronto raid, right? 

GA: Yeah. 

J: We Me thb suit, so whoever 
Mes it will sort of be like the 
"Meisner" here, again. Is that 
right? 

GA: Well, thb b a different 
thing. Mike (Flynnl was pretty 
adamant last night... The differ¬ 
ence is this: Meisner took off, 
right? 

J: Yeah. 

GA: I took off. Franks took off. 
Laurel took off. First Nelson 
took off. Mayo took off, OK? 
Every one of those people took 
off. We are al Mebners. You 
guys are not because you have it 
within your power to stay there. 
You have it within your power to 
simply say, "We are not moving," 
and watch what happens if you 
guys said that. If you guys get 
pushed around, Mike (Michael 
Flynn's] recommendation was do 
not leave, stay there. Say, "We 
are the organization.' And also, 
if you want to, from here on out 
set up a communication line with 
me, so that if I'm not called every 
24 hours, then 1 know to get the 
feds and get down on the f_king 

One day "Joey" asked Armstrong, 
during a pause in their conver s ation, 
why he was so intent upon destroy¬ 
ing the Church. His answer revealed 
that he had been working for the des¬ 
truction of the Church even before 
he left It. 

J: What's your — your .... 

GA: My purpose? 
j: Yeah, for the Church. 

GA: Wefl, my purpose initially b 
global settlement. I want that. 
I've done this «h_t now for going 
on three years, and even longer 
before that when I was inside... 

On another day, Armstrong 
revealed how he expected to achieve 
hb "global settlement" during a con¬ 
versation with "Mike": 

GA: . . . You know, you've — 
you've got federal agencies, you 
Lrnow. fust about to bring the 
hammer down. You guys (the 
Churchl are assaulted from 
every quarter with lawsuits. And 
they can all be bought off — they 
could ail be bought off for — you 
know, for five cents on the 
dollar.

Feeble Attempt 

A hasty and feeble attempt to 
divert attention from the contents of 
the videotapes came from an unex¬ 
pected source when Los Angeles 
police chief Daryl Cates made a public 
statement attacking the private 
investigator who had done the taping 
and the police officer who had author¬ 
ized the surveillance.

Gates 
denounced the private"investigator 
who procured the videotapes, saying 
it would be 'a cold day in hell* before 
the Los Angeles Police Department 
(LAPD) would cooperate with the 
private investigator. 

Failing to mention that the surveil¬ 
lance techniques are widely used by 
all echelons of the police in gathering 
evidence of criminal activity, Cates 
attempted to undermine the legality 
of the evidence by challenging the 
police officer's authority to permit it 
in the first place.

Two IRS Criminal Investigation 
Division (CID) agents identified in 
the videotapes as being actively 
involved in the conspiracy to disrupt 
and destroy the Church of Scientol¬ 
ogy — Al Lipkin and Al Ristucda — 
were seen leaving the LAPD building 
shortly after Cates' statement was 
released to the news media. 

One of the agents was heard to say, 
"They can do this to the FBI, but they 
can't f_k over the IRS.* 


Gates' statement regarding the 
videotapes was released on a news 
wire out of Los Angeles at the same 
time that a press con f erence was 
being held by the Church in that 
same dty. where excerpts from the 
videotapes were being played for the 
news media. 

. To further chill the widespread 
exposure of the criminal conspiracy 
revealed in the Armstrong video¬ 
tapes, three armed men who refused 


to identify themselves showed up at 
the press conference. Although they 
wouldn't give their names, one did 
admit that he was with the LAPD. 

The extent of Gates' complicity or 
involvement in this government 
criminal conspiracy to destroy the 
Church is not known at this time. 
FREEDOM has learned, however, 
that the Los Angeles police refused to 
assist the Church in 1982 when asked 
to help recover the thousands of val¬ 
uable Church archival documents 
stolen by Armstrong. 

Shake-Up in Boston 

While the cover-up attempt was 
occurring in Los Angeles, the U.S. 
attorney's office in Boston was the 
scene of a significant shake-up. 

Assistant U.S- attorney Brackett 
Denniston IU, the man who had been 
assigned to investigate the attempted 
$2 million check forgery on an 
account of Scientology founder L. 
Ron Hubbard and who had ignored 
evidence provided by Church attor¬ 
neys implicating Boston lawyer 
Michael Flynn in the crime, was 
unceremoniously removed from the 
case. 

The grounds for Denniston's re- 
movaL as reported to a Church attor¬ 
ney hours after it had occurred, was 
the *bad publicity' that had resulted 
from the revelations of Denniston's 


Involvement in ihe conspiracy to de¬ 
stroy.the Church. 

Contacted by FREEDOM regard¬ 
ing his removal from the case, and 

Q uestioned on his relationship with 
ierry Armstrong, Denniston 
became flustered and finally blurted 
out, *111 save you some time. I have no 
comment — on anythingf* 
FREEDOM has learned that with 
his removal from the case, a grand 
jury concerning the check forgery is 


finally being convened. 

It remains to be seen whether this 
grand jury will be an honest attempt 
to ferret out the truth of the check 
forgery or whether, as FREEDOM 
suspects, it will be just another chap¬ 
ter in the government's Continuing 
efforts to protect and whitewash 
Church foe and government ally, 
attorney Flynn. 

Further Developments 
Meanwhile, an assistant U.S. attor¬ 
ney in Portland, Oregon, and an IRS 
CID agent unexpectedly burst into 
the courtroom where the Armstrong 
videotapes had first been introduced 
into evidence: 

Apparently not realizing that the 
videotapes and their transcripts had 
been released to news media all o+er 
the country almost a week before, the 
assistant U.S. attorney filed a motion 
to obtain copies of the videotapes. 

Church attorneys nonetheless 
supported the assistant U.S. attor¬ 
ney's completely unnecessary motion 
to obtain the videotapes and urged 
the judge to release them, saying, 
'We welcome an investigation into 
the government criminal conspiracy 
revealed on those tapes.* 

Tight-Lipped Silence 
FREEDOM gave nearly a dozen 
IRS officials — all the way up through 


the head of the IRS. Commissioner 
Roscoe Egger, and CID chief Richard 
Wassenaar — an opportunity to com¬ 
ment on the Armstrong videotapes 
and the evidence In the tapes that IRS 
agents were involved in the 
conspiracy. 

Not one of the key IRS officials, 
however — at either the district, 
regional or national level of the 
agency — would venture to make any 
comment at all.

One source within CD told FREE¬ 
DOM that if IRS officials were refuse 
ing to comment — at the district level 
at least — it meant they had received 
direct orders 'from the top* to keep 
their mouths shut. 

FREEDOM also sought comment 
from the FBI and the Department or 
justice. As with the IRS. however, we 
ran into a tight-lipped wall of silence. 

Congressional 
Investigation Needed 
Crave concern has already been 
expressed by a number of congress*' 
men over the fact that the very 
government agencies that have been 
entrusted with the responsibility tor 
protecting American citizens from 
unlawful and unconstitutional 
actions have been found to be insti*'*' 
gating, condoning and then attempt¬ 
ing to cover up unlawful conduct on 
the part of their own agents. 

The concern on the part of Con¬ 
gress comes not a minute too soon. 

Nothing less than a complete and 
widespread exposure of all crimev 
and their perpetrators through a full 
congressional investigation — as was 
done after the Watergate scandal — * 
wilt bring about a thorough house 1 
cleaning and replacement of criminal 
government officials, so that citizens' 
confidence in the justice system of 
this country can be restored. ▲

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Armstrong and a number of other 
‘witneuei' for whom Flynn had 
drafted affidavits testified repeatedly 
under oath that the religion's 
founder, L Ron Hubbard, was man¬ 
aging the Church of Scientology. 
These 'witnesses' testified that they 
had 'personal knowledge' that Hub- 
hard was s 'managing agent' for the 
Church. 

However, the spontaneous com¬ 
ments nude by Armstrong to one of 
the 'Loyalists' in November 1964 
dearhr show that neither Armstrong 
nor Flynn nor any of the 'witnesses' 
actually knew anything about cur¬ 
rent Church affairs or who was run¬ 
ning the Church. - 

GA: Let's talk to these guys 
(government agents). Greatl I 
think that they would want to 
talk in person, because they're 
searching for understanding 
about it (the Church] with cur- 
. rent information. Obviously, the 
information they have — unless 
they got hold of some defectors, 
is not very current. You know, 
1962 is redly the most current 
information, I believe, of anyone 
they're talking to that I know of.. 

.. Have there been any high level 
defections — any defections 
recently that they're conc er ned 
about?... What is the actual line 
of control? Who is in charge?

This admission of ignorance by 
Armstrong directly contradicts 
sworn testimony he has given la 
court It is evident that neither lying 
under oath nor fabricating evidence 
were matters of concern for 
Armstrong. 

High Level Infiltration 
-Armstrong suggested a method by 
which the information could be 


obtained: planting informants at high 
levels within the Church. 

GA: I just think you guys — I 
"don't know If it's been tried 
be f ore , but there's definitely a 
way to get to the top — that's 
been known in high political cir¬ 
cles for a number of centuries. 

Although Armstrong testified

Church. 

In tide way, he hoped to have an 
Immediately available information 
pool from which he could draw and, 
at the same time, plant false and 
incriminating documents.

Obviously, Armstrong recognized 
that the use of private investigators 
was a threat to the government's 
covert plan to infiltrate and take over 
the Church. Aa has now been proven 
by the existence of these videotapes, 
and further authenticated by sworn 
affidavits recently filed fat courts 
around the country, it was in fact the 
private investigators who uncovered 
the Flynn/govemment takeover plot 
before it could be carried out. 

Planned 'Disappearance' 

Armstrong went to such bizarre 
lengths as to plot a staged 'disappear¬ 
ance' which, as he hinted to one of 
the 'Loyalists,' could be blamed on 
the Church.

He suggested that his 'friends' in 
CID could help to gather damaging 
information on the private investiga¬ 
tors.

GA: Weil, we could ret up a press 
and we could produce issues, and 
then we could set up a network, 
and we could have communica¬ 
tion lines running outside the 
organization. You could create a 
pool of information, just as an 
immediate thing. . . . 

The purpose of this 'pool of infor¬ 
mation/ as Armstrong explained it, 
was to speed the process of destruc¬ 
tion of the established Church lead¬ 
ership by providing the government 
with fabricated documents which 
could then be used to indict Church 
officials, thereby allowing the 
government to unstabilize the 
Church from within and to gain con¬ 
trol of the Church and Us assets. 

At one point, Armstrong finally 
got exasperated at 'Joey's' lack of 
enthusiasm for the idea of printing 
fake issues.

Truth in Inference — Companies 
must print policies in the same lan¬ 
guage we speak. 

Truth in Warranty — Expected levels 
of per f ormance muat be disclosed. 

Truth in Qnelity end Sefety — Expen¬ 
sive recalls of tires and autos have 
been required to correct faulty 
workmanship. 

Why can we, the American people, 
not demand and receive Truth in 
Texntinnl 

As if by magic, it could confront 
and demolish every economic prob¬ 
lem listed above. The magic lies in 
simplicity. The fact to that our prob¬ 
lems are also lies — lies based on a lie 
that can be silenced by the tnaS. 
Truth in taxation will expose the lies 
and permit us to address the prob¬ 
lems armed with valid data. So 
armed, we have resolved every prob¬ 
lem with which we have ever been 
confronted. So armed, we will face 
the facts. 

There are no such things as taxes 
on or for income, social security, real 
estate, imports, excises, inventory, 
profits, luxuries, alcohol tobacco, 
firearms or gasoline. Those just hide 
consumption tax.

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There are no taxes other thin con¬ 
sumption tix«, because consump¬ 
tion is the point where all the other 
hidden Uxw muit be collected. Each 
must be added onto the price of Herns 
we consume. If not, the provider of 
thoae items foes broke. It is that 
simple. 

No amount of rhetoric can dis¬ 
prove that incont r overtible fact. 

Inventory does not and cannot pay 
taxes. It has no money. The moat 
zealous tax collector in the world can 
scream, yeQ and beat on the best 
refrigerator known, but no tax 
money will flow as a result. Until the 
appliance dealer sella it to a consumer 
and adds the tax to the other costa 
and profit, there la no money to pay 
taxes. 

A luxury tax cannot exist until the 
luxury item is sold, with tax added to 
the consumer's coat. Sniff a million 
bottles of perfume and you won't 
smell a single penny of tax money 
inside them. 

There is no income tax, because 
wages cannot be paid unless the prod¬ 
uct of the service that earns the 
income b sold to a consumer. 

The consumer must pay the pro¬ 
ducer's pro rata cost of wages, the tax 
on those wages (income and social 
security). Taw materials, and taxes on 
real estate, imports, luxury items and 
inventory. The seller adds the profit 
tha't the marketplace permits, plus his 
own income tax. Failing to add and 
collect any of these costs leads to 
bankruptcy. 

Failing to acknowledge these taxes 
on the sales receipt m no manner 
affects the reality of who must pay 
the tax: it b the consumer. It always 
has been and always will be. 

Nearly every problem faced by our 
economy can be traced to our refusal 
H3 race that fact. Hiding taxes behind 
other names and supposed collection 
points in no way eliminates the real¬ 


ity of the real payer — k simply 
aggravates our problem. Further¬ 
more, It Intensifies the problem and 
obstructs any possible solutions. 

\ It may be that the moat Insidious 
problem created by hidine the con¬ 
sumption tax Is the fact- teat It per¬ 
mits astounding bureaucratic wastes 
to escape unpunished. Since eveyonc 
believes taxes come from someone 
else (since they are so hidden no one 
is aware of their pert), unchecked 
outrages bice military, hammers for 
$435 seem Intangible to Individual 
dtixens. 

On the contrary, if every citizen 
realized that 60 cents of every dollar 
he' spends b siphoned off for taxes, a 
new frugality would overtake our 
national consciousness. 

While egregious examples of waste 
get occasional and brief attention, 
they obscure a larger danger, the 
non-consumption tax myth b afflict¬ 
ing and destroying every clement of 
the economy on which we depend. 

Many of our industries are dying. 
Others, with outstanding technical 
and managerial prowess, still stagger 
under the hidden- 60 per cent tax 
burden, but even these are ultimately 
doomed. 

Eliminate that burden and no 
nation would be able to com p ete with 
us. We would once again become the 
dominant "Yankee Traders" we ooce 
were. Our balance of payments 
would show a positive balance 
instead of its current, muki-btlbon- 
do&ar tally on the other side of the 
sheet 

Some of our industries, which are 
now the butt of the world's fakes, 
would return to the unmatched prof¬ 
itability they once enjoyed. That 
profitability could be the source of 
increased wages, benefits and 
national wealth. 

More of the poor could find fobs as 
their services were demanded by 
reactivated industries. Forty per cent 
of the cost-of government could be 
saved with the elimination, or at least 
appreciable reduction, in welfare. 

Our nation was founded, and our

In many areas, about the 
only thing you can stop is somebody 
beating a dog to death. 

As the animal movement grows 
more powerful I think we will be able 
to do something about the abuses.

I started The Fund for Animals in 
1967 with $3,000 in the bank and 11 
members. Now we have over 160,000 
members and we have one of the 
most powerful animal societies in the

money just exactly like the cancer or 
heart researchers. The' National 
Institutes of Health spends five or six 
btibon dollars a year on research —' 
and a lot of that goes toward experi¬ 
ments on animals. 

There are not many rules govern¬ 
ing research labs, but when what few 
there are are broken, the public 
should know. I feel that what we have 
to do is point out when labs are run 
badly. For example, the Qty of Hope, 
a medical and psychological research 
lab, was found to be overrun with 
horrible, terrible filth. 

FREEDOM: What are some of the 
more flagrant animal abuses going on 
right now? 

MR. AMORY: The stupidest little 
one I've heard of recently is In Yel¬ 
lowstone Park. When the buffalo 
stray out of the park, men from the 
Game and Fbh Department of 
Wyoming shoot the buffalo. 

It seems It Is too much trouble and 
expense to track the buffalo back to 
the park. I think that is typical in a 
way, of what goes on in the labora¬ 
tory field. 

FREEDOM: If a person sees animal 
brutality, what can he do? 

MR. AMORY: The first thing he 
should do is take information down 
carefully — and If possible photo¬ 
graph It. Tell exactly when and where 
it was taking place and what was 
happening. 


FREEDOM: Is there anything else 
would Kke our readers to know;? 
AMORY: There are a lot of 
animal abuses, but I don't think it's 
hopeless. I don't think people ever 
should fed it's hopeless. 

I think we should stick together on 
it so that we can speak with more of a 
united front. I think that is happening 
a lot recently in the matter of differ¬ 
ent societies getting together. 
Recently In Phoenix, Arizona, there 
was a summit meeting of ourselves, 
the Animal Protection Institute, Peo¬ 
ple for Ethical Treatment of Animals, 
and the International Fund for 
Animal Welfare — just to name the 
four biggest — and many other 
societies. 

We are looking toward the day 
when we have a million-member 
society. When we get so we speak 
with a million members, the politi¬ 
cians will say about laboratory exper¬ 
iments, for example, "Hey, wait a 
minute! The public doesn't really 
want this. This is not a small group! 
These guys can vote us out of office." 
That is a hopeful note to end on.

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CIA Covert Actions Abroad 


A Review of Reagan's Secret Wars 


by John Chambers 

America's international relations, 
particularly with Third World coun¬ 
tries, have been in varying degrees of 
turmoil since the Vietnam War ended 
in 1975. 

In Rsaptn’t Secret Wars, Jay PeterieU, 
a research associate at the Center for 
National Security Studies, sheds 
needed tight on U.S. covert actions in 
Afghanistan, Cambodia, Chad, Iran, 
Libya and Nicaragua. 

The .booh traces the history of 
American involvement in these sis 
Third World nations' from the mid- 
1970* to the present. 

“The Reagan administration has 
made far-reaching changes in U.S. 
covert action policy, increasing the 
use of such operations and severely 
limiting the role in reviewing them of 
officials outside the intelligence com¬ 
munity," Mr. PeterieU states in the 
first chapter. 

"The changes," he continues, 
"reflect an apparent consensus 


within the administration that covert 
action should be a routine rather than 
an exceptional instrument In Ameri¬ 
can foreign relations." 

Mr. Peter re ft's book blends Inter¬ 
views with government figures, offi¬ 
cial statements, off-the-record 
remarks, buried government docu¬ 
ments and a finely combed selection 
of foreign and domestic press into an 
easily read presentation of the facts 
behind America's aimless and often 
counterproductive foreign policy in 
the Third World. 

The secret wars, as Mr. PeterieU 
points out. were not created by Presi¬ 
dent Reagan: Reagan's wars are actu¬ 
ally intensified versions of conflicts 
begun by earlier administrations. Mr. 
Pete nett's contention, however, is 
that the Reagan administration has 
expended enormous amounts of fuel 
to feed the fire rather than quench 
the flames. 

CIA intervention in Chad, for 
example, backfired. What began as a 
CIA paramilitary attempt to "bloody 
Libya's nose," in Mr. PeterielTs 


words, ended with Libyan troops 
controlling half of this central Afri¬ 
can nation. Chad is analyied as an 
example of what Mr. PeterieU terms 
a "predictably counterproductive" 
covert intelligence effort. 

The ambivalence and lack of con¬ 
sistency which characterize current 
American foreign policy also describe 
actions in the area of covert intelli¬ 
gence operations. The United States 
wiO support a faction in Chad or 
Nicaragua or Cambodia, only to sub¬ 
sequently withdraw aid at a key 
moment. Programs to aid the Afghan 
rebels are initiated, then the rebels 
are left adrift in the turbulent sea of 
global relations. 

Mr. PeterieU argues that "a fasci¬ 
nation with covert action" has pro¬ 
duced the aimless and counterpro¬ 
ductive projects which ensure the 
instability of entire populations and 
which threaten to lead the United 
States into protracted war. 

In 1975, the Church Committee, 
chaired by the late Senator Frank 
Church, conducted a detailed investi¬ 


gation of U.S. covert operations. 
Based on its investigation, the com¬ 
mittee stated that such operations 
were not compatible with “the open 
and democratic assumptions on 
which our government is based." The 
committee, Mr. PeterieU points out, 
considered recommending a total ban 
on all such operations. 

The final recommendation of the 
committee, however, was that this 
capability should be maintained, to be 
used only in "extraordinary circum¬ 
stances" — in cases of severe threats 
to national security, when overt 
means would not be sufficient. 

As the reader will see from Mr. 
Petenett's book, American covert 
actions have been alarmingly 
expanded — with questionable 
returns on the investment — and the 
Church Committee's recommenda¬ 
tion has been increasingly ignored.*.

Yet we 
have slowly but surely done exactly 
that.

Our plants that are 
located where they can escape the 
60 per cent hidden tax albatross wipe 
out the competition. 

"We are no longer graduating 
enough engineers and creative 
thinkers." Garbage. Who else has 
walked on the moon? Who else is 


more afflicted with foreign industrial 
spies? 

"Our agriculture Is non-com¬ 
petitive." Wheat in other nations 
gets government subsidies of up to 
$10 to $26 a bushel Our farmers 
would be deliriously happy to receive 
$4. Beef subsidies elsewhere run 
from $3 to $30 a pound on the hoof. 
Give our rancher* one dollar and just 
watch the cows growl 


ducts sold here may be subjected to a 
minimal Import tax, but never any¬ 
thing dose to 60 per cent. That b the 
reason some of our industries cannot 
even compete domestically. 

A corollary lie, propagated to but¬ 
tress the ordinal lie, b that foreign 
governments subsidize their indus¬ 
tries so that their exports arrive on 
our shore* with an unreabstkaliy low 
price tag. Wrong.

"Our energy supplies — oil in par¬ 
ticular — are exhausted, and our oil 
industry b not competitive." Gar¬ 
bage. Who in blazes is running every 
other nation's oil fields? 

Not one of those excuses can stand 
up to informed scrutiny. No other 
advanced industrialized nation taxes 
industries so much. That b the only 
problem. 

Our exports are doubly and some¬ 
times triply taxed, with the hidden 60 
per cent here, sales tax there, and 
import taxes over there. Foreign pro¬ 


In most instances, there is no sub¬ 
sidy. The other governments simply 
do not impose illegal and unconstitu¬ 
tional hidden taxes on their 
industries. 

At least for a while, our society 
remains economically superior to 
Europe's. 

But it's not because of any advan¬ 
tage in our revenue system. 

It's just that the total fraud of tax¬ 
ing the untaxable has not been 
imposed on us for as long a period. 
The total consequences of the lying 


fraud have not yet come to bear. 

When searching for an excuse his¬ 
torically and currently, the most 
maligned segment of our society is 
labor. It b accused of being vastly 
overpaid, compared with foreign./- 
laborers. To the contrary, it b under¬ 
paid but overtaxed. 

A $10-*n-hour worker in the U.S. 
in reality only nets $7.90 after income 
taxes. Of the balance, 60 per cent is 
paid in hidden taxes on food, clothing 
and shelter. He or sheonly nets $3.16 
to pay for actual consumption. 

A foreign worker paying a 25 per 
cent value added tax would only 
require $4.21 an hour to achieve the 
same standard of living. In reality, a 
European worker receive* between 4 
$5 and $6, or 60 to 90 per cent above 
hb more productive U.S. counterpart 
earning $10 an hour. 

Hasty computation quickly 
exposes our 60 per cent hidden tax. 
The gross price of all raw materials ' 
reflects labor and profit, plus the 
taxes on labor and profit. 

Regardless of how well the taxes 
are hidden, their costs must be added 
to the price paid at the counter. Any 
representation to the contrary pre¬ 
sumes that the money to pay the 
taxes is magically appearing from 
thin air. 

Once that bask economic fact is 
recognized, we will be well on our 
way to the solution of our economic 
woe*.

COINTELPRO 

As bizarre as the Flynn/govern- 
ment conspiracy against the Church 
of Scientology may seem, such intelli¬ 
gence plots have, unfortunately, 
been routine within U.S. government 
agencies for years. 

In the mid-1970s, both the FBI and 
the IRS were wracked with scandal 
when the now-infamous Counterin¬ 
telligence Program was exposed. 

The program, better known by Its 
acronym, COINTELPRO, was 
exposed following a lengthy congres¬ 
sional Investigation. 

The destruction of specifically tar¬ 
geted organizations was laid out in 
several simple steps. An FBI memo 
dated April 4, 196B, listed a number 
of actions which could be used to dis¬ 
rupt and, ultimately, to destroy an 
unwanted group via COINTELPRO: 

• Leaks to friendly news media; 

• Obtaining the mailing lists and 
bulk mailing permit numbers of the 
subversive organizations and coun¬ 
terfeiting literature damaging to the 
organization; and 

• Fictitious letters to news media 
exposing the group's plans. 

The memo noted that ^Counterin¬ 
telligence should also be Erected 



against the individuals personally in 
an attempt to disrupt their personal 
and official activities and plans.' Sev¬ 
eral suggestions as to how this could 
be done were laid out: 

• Intimate knowledge of the Indi¬ 
vidual's dally activities Is vital to 
implement an effective counterintel¬ 
ligence campaign; 

• Physical surveillance of the sub¬ 
ject's motel room for immoral con¬ 
duct. When such is detected, 
anonymous phone calls could be 
made to the local police department 
and newspapers; 

• Anonymous calls to the subject's 
wife alleging infidelity with his tra¬ 
veling companions and/or female co¬ 
workers; 

• Selected personal appearances 
could be disrupted by anonymous 
bomb threats; 

• When sufficient data b collected 
regarding subject's income, confer¬ 
ences should be had with the IRS; and 

• The regulatory power* of local 
and state agencies should be utilized 
to police the minor transgressions of 
the subjects, such as budding codes, 
permits, traffic violations, etc. 

COINTELPRO had been one of the 
government's best-kept secrets until 
its widespread exposure in the mid- 
1970s. Tne agencies were subjected 
to months of highly embarrassing 
and ruthlessly meticulous congres¬ 
sional investigations in both the 
House and the Senate, probing every 
aspect of their unconstitutional and 
illegal COINTELPRO actions against 
American citizens. 

As a result, the FBI announced 
with broad publicity that COINTEL¬ 
PRO was cancelled. Thb was an accu¬ 
rate statement, but it was not 
necessarily true. 

The program called COINTEL¬ 
PRO was officially cancelled; the door 
was left open, however, for the activ¬ 
ities whkh had been conducted under 
thb heading to continue. In the 
memo cancelling the program, then 
FBI Director j. Edgar Hoover stated: 

Tn exceptional instances where it 
is considered counterintelligence 
action b warranted, recommenda¬ 
tions should be submitted to the 
Bureau under the individual case 
caption to which it pertains. These 
recommendations will be considered 
on an individual basb. . ..' 

Someone in a position to approve a 
counterintelligence proposal for the 
targeting of a thriving, influential 
church apparently felt that the de¬ 
struction of the Church of Scientology 
— and the money and assets that 
could be seized if it were to be wiped 
out — fit into the category of 'excep¬ 
tional instances.' 

The videotapes of their bumbling 
agent, however, may well lead to 
further embarrassment for the 
government, as evidence continues 
to emerge that COINTELPRO b still 
alive and well in the United State*.

Should people also be free to be a 
danger to others? This proble m dis¬ 
appears once we recognize that crimi¬ 
nals cannot be divided Into two 
categories — that is, persons who 
break the law because they choose to 
and persons who break It because 
their "mental illness* compels them 
to do so. AO criminal behavior should 
be controlled by means of the crimi¬ 
nal law, from the administration of 
which psychiatrists ought to be 
excluded. 

The view that the "mentally UT 
person is a patient helplessly in the 
grip of an "illness* that "causes* him 
to display abnormal behavior is false. 
Although many so-called mentally ill 
persons do not deliberately Ccon¬ 
sciously") choose their "symptoms* 
and suffering, their behavior is, none¬ 
theless. canduct. Such persons do not 
lack the capacity to make moral deci¬ 
sions; on the contrary, they exagger¬ 
ate the moral dimensions of ordinary 
acts, displaying a caricature of 
decision-making behavior. "The last 
thing that can be said of a lunatic," 
wrote Gilbert K. Chesterton*, "is 
that his actions are causeless. If any 
human acts may loosely be called 
causeless, they are the minor acts of a 
healthy man; whistling as he walks; 
slashing the grass with a stick; kick¬ 
ing his heels or rubbing his hand.... 
The madman is not the man who has 
lost his reason. The madman is the 
man who has lost everything except 
his reason." 

But such an explanation is both too 
simple and too painful for modem 
nun. just as medieval man believed in 
religion and was offended by rational 
explanations demystifying theologi¬ 
cal theories and promises, modern 
man believes in science and is 
offended by common sense explana¬ 
tions demystifying medical theories 
and promises. Unable or unwilling to 
bear the inexorable tragedies of the 
human condition, people now seek 
solace in the utopian claims of "scien¬ 
tific" psychiatry concerning the 
causes and cures of everything "bad" 
that the human heart is heir to. A

COINTELPRO is an acronym for 
COunter-INTELJigence PROgram. 

COINTELPRO was a secret pro¬ 
gram implemented by J. Edgar Hoov¬ 
er's FBI that continued under this 
official name for approximately 15 
years. When K was ostensibly discon¬ 
tinued at congressional insistence in 
the 1970s, it had a sordid 15-year 
record of shattered lives, disrupted or 
destroyed organizations, and out¬ 
rageous violations of constitutional 
rights. 

The CIA had a similar program 
called CHAOS. CHAOS, like COIN¬ 
TELPRO, came under heavy con¬ 
gressional attack, and in 1974, it too 
was outlawed. 

These programs were earmarked 
by such activities as the following: 

• Anonymous death threats made 
to leaders or members of a targeted 
group; 

• False rumors circulated In order 
to promote strife between groups or 
between factions of groups; 

• Breaking into homes and offices 
to steal documents, plant evidence, or 
Install bugging devtes; 

• Use of agents provocateurs to 
induce members of targeted groups 
to commit illegal acts; and 

• Widespread dissemination of 
false and derogatory information 
about targeted groups and 
Individuals. 

"Dirty tricks* were the order of the 
day, with some of the deeds so dirty 
that actual deaths resulted. 

One target of both COINTELPRO 
and CHAOS operabonrwaa the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. The 
actions leveled at Dr. King included 
attempts to defame him by "leaking* 
stories of alleged sexual improprie¬ 
ties to his wife and to news media, 
attempts to prevent him from getting 
the Nobel Peace Prize, and even an 
attempt to induce him to commit 
suicide. 

With the outlawing of COINTEL¬ 
PRO and CHAOS by Congress, I 
thought that such actions had been 
terminated. 

I have recently, however, seen evi¬ 
dence that these programs are still 
alive and proliferating. Now, in fact, 
they are even more bizarre and 
Insidious. 

The videotapes of government 
informant Gerry Armstrong show an 
informant who has been well indoc¬ 
trinated in the techniques of psycho¬ 
logical warfare in modern dress. 


Following the classic modus ope¬ 
rand! of infiltration, penetration, dis- 
ruption, and then control, 
Armstrong has demonstrated how 
well he has been coached for his role 
by his government mentors. 

The government agencies involved 
trained their informant well in the 
ways of undercover organizational 
takeover. They planned to create a 
dissident sector from within to pene¬ 
trate and take over the Church of 
Scientology. This tactic is straight 
out of the Nazi subversion textbook. 


Infiltrate and Overthrow 
The ouster of such tactics was 
Nazi Germany's propaganda minis¬ 
ter, Joseph Goebbek. Goebbek plot¬ 
ted to infiltrate and ov erthr ow the 
governments of Europe with the use 
of trained agents provocateurs. 

Gover nm ent agents working with 
Armstrong, as described by Arm¬ 
strong in his own words on the video¬ 
tapes, are exploiting the same 
methods used by the earhr Nazi 
organizers to create the Third Reich. 
The tactics are the same. 

The videot a pes demonstrate that 
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the government agents know and 
practice their "black* arts well and 
that they are ready to use them 
against all targets — including 
churches. 

It Is obvious to me, from closely 
observing these videotapes, that 
these agencies have trained this* 
informant and his accomplices and 
supported them in these acts. 

This is an ominous reminder of 
those dread days of the now- 
outlawed CHAOS and COINTEL¬ 
PRO programs of the CIA and FBI. 


We see, with this trained informant, 
the addition of the IRS's Criminal 
Investigation Division, Canada's 
Ontario Provincial Police, even a 
Department of Justice attorney, and 
their willing tool a lawyer from Bos¬ 
ton, to the old and forbidden list of 
hardcore government departments 
and agendes that were in operation 
in the 1950s, 1960s and 1970s in a 
present-day alliance for the re¬ 
enactment of the same type of unlaw¬ 
ful activity. 

The evidence shows that a danger¬ 
ous and blatant threat against ele¬ 
ments of our society can be mounted 
by these agencies of our own govern¬ 
ment. This inevitably leads to viola¬ 
tions of our bask rights and 
freedoms. The American people can 
no longer sit back idly and ignore the 
danger posed by such unlawful an<h 
prohibited acts by their own govern¬ 
ment bodies. A

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IRS Problems Mount 


Despite IRS Commissioner Roeooe 
Ester's claims that the IRS needs 
more p e r s on n el to handle the many 
and growtag proble ms within the tax 
agency, inside information from 
former IRS agents, as wei as hard, 
cold statistics, indicate that voluntary 
compliance by taxpayers has steadily 
decreased even while the numbers of 
IRS personnel have increased. 

As a former agent from the Los 
Angeles IRS office told FREEDOM. 
4 1t is definitely true that the com¬ 
pliance rate has been going down in 
the Los Angeles area, while the rate 
of employment within the IRS has 
been going up. Los Angeles IRS Dis¬ 
trict Director William Connett even 
admits to this.* 

While the rate of taxpayer non- 
compliance in Los Angeles was only 
five per cent in the late 1970s. by 
1963 it had risen to eight per cent. 
The percentage has continued to 
increase steadily since then, and the 
10 per cent increase in the number of 
employees in Connett's district in the 
last 10 months has not arrested the 
declining compliance rate in the least. 

The IRS thinks it needs more and 
more people, because the need to 
ps/irr the taxpayers is growing more 
and more serious,* the former Los 
Angeles IRS agent commented. *8ut 
obviously ptUcing the taxpayers is the 
wrong answer. The Collections Divi¬ 
sion of the Los Angeles district,* he 
added, "is the largest in the country, 
yet their rate of collections is 
dropping.' 

The actual reason for the increas¬ 
ing rate of taxpayer noncompliance, 
however, according to a number of 
former agents interviewed by FREE¬ 
DOM, is the unfairness of the tax 
system. 

There's fust no trust there any 
more,* the former Los Angeles agent 
explained. *Peoplc don't admire this 
country's tax system the way they 
used to, and they fust aren't as willing 
to cooperate with an agency for 
whkh they have no respect.*

Egger's Admission 
Commissioner Eiger admitted in 
his 1904 strategic plan that the com¬ 
pliance rate is falling: 

“External environmental indi¬ 
cators and internal compiUnce 
measures reflect a continuing 
decline In the extent to which 
taxpayers are willing or able to 
voluntarily comply with the fed¬ 
eral tax taws.* 

Commissioner Egger's plan fails, 
however, to address the fact that his 
successful pleas to Congress for 
budget increases to pay the IRS's 
ever-burgeoning bureaucratic ranks 
have done nothing to revert the 
alarming trend toward a general 
unwillii^ness on the part of the tax¬ 
payer to cooperate with this coun¬ 
try's tax agency. 

One of the issues, according to 
Egger's plan, which the IRS must 
address is *What steps can the IRS 
take to stem or reverse this decline in 
voluntary compliance?* 

The IRS has apparently not been 
listening to thg American people. To 
the people, the answer is very simple. 

As one former IRS agent said. 
The IRS better start listening to what 
the American people are saying, and 
Congress better start realizing that 
their constituents want that agency 


The people of this country will not 
bow to the IRS's heavy-handed Ges¬ 
tapo tactics, and the more that IRS 
agents use threats and intimidation 
to force c om pliance, the less they're 
going to get. People in this country 
won't stand for that kind of treat¬ 
ment — they wouldn't stand for it 
from the King of England, and they 
aren't going to stand for it from the 
IRS. A fair system of taxation is what 
they want, and nothing else is going 
to solve the IRS's problems with 
voluntary compliance.' ▲

One former Loe Angeles IRS agent 
who is now a certified public accoun¬ 
tant pointed out to FREEDOM that 
although the Loe Angeles district's 
computer problems have not been 
publicized the way computer prob¬ 
lems have been publicized in Philadel¬ 
phia and Austin, the same problems 
exist in Loe Angeles. 

He has a dient, for example, who 
has been making payments of $1,000 
a month for several months. AU of 
the payments have been sent by reg¬ 
istered mail he told FREEDOM, and 
he has the signed receipts from the 
IRS. He also has the cancelled checks 
indicating that the payments have 
been deposited by the IRS. 


The constitutional rights and basic free¬ 
doms of the dtizens of the United States are 
being threatened and, in some cases, de¬ 
stroyed by this government agency. Reform is 
dearly needed, and FREEDOM can play a 
major part in bringing this about by reporting 
spedfic abuses to the public.
